 “gondition approaching a famine or 
plagieé in the south,” was mae to- 
day in the unanimous 
twelve health officials of southern 
states who have been called to 
Washington for a conference with 
Surreon Genera] Cumming, of the 
public health service, tu discuss the 
pellagra report recently issued by 
the health service. Dr. M. F. Hay- 
& 20d represented the state health 
department of Georgia. 

“Erroneous and misleading” was 
the manner in which the unanimous 
report characterized the stateiments 
made by the health service. In the 
report the necessity of providing 
‘ sufficient funds’ for the mainte- 
nance of federal, state and ‘yocal 
héalth agencies to cope with health 
conditions generally was empha- 
sized. , 

A committés af five health offi- 
cers, who wete appointed to pre- 
pare the report, incorporated in it 
a statement that “we do not regard 
the situation in any sense 7s mere 
serious at the present time than 
during the past severai years.” 
This provision was stricken from 
the formal report after a brisk dis- 
cussion, although sentiment as to 
the desirability of striking it out 
was fairly evenly divided. Dr. Olin 
West, ‘state health officer of Ten- 
nessee, suggested the omission of 
this clause. 

“Charity” Clause Stricken. 

Conten@ing it would be a reflec- 
tion on the south to make any ref- 
erence to the possibility of charita- 
ble relief, Dr. W. 8. Rankin, state 
health officer of South Carolina, 
was successful in having another 
clause stricken from the _ report, 
which read as rollows: 

“There is no occasion for extend- 
ing charitable measures for relief 
of the condition so far as any state 
is concerned, where pellagra is 
prevalent.” 

A resolution was passed by the 
conference expressing appreciation 
of the president's interest in, public 
health matters and indorsed the “ef- 
fective administration” of the pub- 
lic health service under Surgeon 
General Cumming, under whose call 
Red Cross and state officials are in 
conference with government doctors. 

“The conference especially urges,” 
the resolution continued, “that the 
public health service mobilize all 
other federal health agencies, es- 
pecially the farm and home demon- 
stration agencies of the state agri- 
eultural schools and the department 
of agriculture in carrying into the 
rural homes of the country the prac- 
tical 
diet, which should always include 
milk or milk products and fresh veg- 


etables.” 
The conference requests the pres- 


faent and the surgeon general, andj. 


all others interested in public health, 
to assist actively in the efforts for 
. the establishment of health depart- 
ments in all countries or other units 
' ef government, which shall be able. 
through @ well-trained, all-time 
health officer and public health

'CRAVEN'S ATTACK 


ON KLAN SCORED 


North Carolinian Charg- 
ed That Order Was Con- 
ducted Solely to Collect 
Initiation Fees. 


WAS OFFICE-SEEKER, 
DECLARES SIMMONS 


Answering Attacks on Or- 
der, He Says That Bruce 
Craven Has Forgotten 
His Oath. 


Replying to the sensational {n- 
terview tesued in ‘Ghebhsboro, %, ba 
Friday by Briice Craven. who claim 
to have been grand dragon of the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan for 
that state, In which charges were 


made that the Ku Klux organization 


as now conducted in\that state is a 
body engaged exclusively in col- 
lecting initiation fees, Celonel Wil- 
liam J. Simmons, imperial wizard of 
the ordér, issued a statement Fri- 
day night in which he declared Cra- 
ven a disgruntled officeseeker, and 
in which he vigorously denied that 
the order ia conducted for’ finan- 
cial gain to anybody. 

Friday afternoon Colone} Simmons 
issued a brief statement in which 
he said that Craven is not offi- 
cially connected with the Ku Klux 
in any way whatever, and had no 
more power to declare the klan 4is- 
banded in that state than Colonel 
Simmons would have to deelare the 
Knights of ‘Columbus disbanded. 
This was followed by a more 
lengthy statement issued Friday at 
midnight from the imperial castle 
on Peachtree road. 

Charge Called “Ridiculous.” 

Craven's intimation that the Ku 
Klux is a grafting organisation 
was declared ridiculous by the im- 
perial wizard, who asserted that 
he is the highest salaried officer 
in the order and for six months 
has received a ealary of only $100 a 
week. Until six months ago he re- 
celved no compensation whatever 
as an officer, he said. He pointed 
out that the charter prohibits any 
individual receiving pecuniary prof- 
it from the order. 

Craven was described as an en- 
thusiastic candidate for the office 
of. gtand dragon for North Caro- 
lina. Colonel Simmons charged that 
Craven besieged the imperial head- 
quarters with letters and telegrams’ 
which urged his appointment. .His 
aggressive attitude in that matter 
to a certain extent, Colonel Sim- 
mons said, was what disqualified 
him for the honor. 

Statement by Colonel Simmons. 

The statement by Colonel Sim- 
mons follows: 

“Owing to the fact tha¢ the su- 
preme committee of the Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan has been in an- 
nual session in Atlanta since July 
30th and has.been holding. three ses- 
sions per day and that the commit- 
tee is now close to the end of its 
meeting.

DETECTIVE PAYNE 
DENIES CHARGES 
OF TAKING BRIBES 


Declares He Had Made 
Money by Lending to 
Friends and by Catching 
Liquor Cars. 


WITNESSES TESTIFY 
TO GOOD CHARACTER

Brother-in-Law Goes on 
Stand to Testify to Lend- 
ing Money to Detective 
Payne. 


Detective W. L. rayne, on trial 
under charges of accepting “pro- 
tection” money from Nat McWhor- 
ter, negro pootlegger, late Friday 
afternoon took the stand in-his own 
defense and made a sweeping denial 
of the charges against him. The 
case will be resumed at 8:30: o'clock 
this morning, 

In explanation of his regular 
weekly bank deposits, Payne claimed 
that he haw been lending money “td 
friends and that his brother-in-law, 
V. P. Smith, had let him nave $5,500, 
$1,000 of this sum being turned over 
to him in 1919, $4,000 in 1920 and 
$500 in 1921. He named eight or) 
nine Atlantans to whom he said 
he ha@ loaned money, and added 
that he had never lost except on 
one occasion. 

Had Gotten Rewards. 


He also said that he had made 
$2,000 on rewards for arrests and 
for catching liquor cars and had 
sold several cars at a profit. 

His brother-in-law testified that 
he had given him the $5,500, which 
he had returned to him in July of 
this year, and which he stated he 
had invested in real estate. Judge 
John Humphries, before whom the 
case was being heard, refused te al- 
low the defense to place in evidence 
deeds to show that Smith had pur- 
chased any property. 

The senate was well represented 
at the trial, as President Herbert 
Clay, who represented Lieutenant 
Waggoner, at the bunco probe, and 
Secretary D. F. McClatchey, testi- 
fied as to Payne’s character, which 
they stated was good. . 

Effort to Impeach. 

An effort to impeach the testi- 
mony of McWhorter and to prove 
the good character of the defend- 
ant featured evidence introduced by 
the defense during the day. 

J. E. Turner, J. W. Mashburn, G. 
Cc. Fain, R. J. Brown and CG L 
Hamilton testified that they had 
borrowed money from Payne. All 
of them with the exception of 
Turner, testified that they were 
connected with the police depart- 
ment. 

R. F. Jordon, county officer, was 
put om the stand by the defense and 
swore that the defendant's charac- 
ter Was good and that he knew 
that the latter loaned money, but 
that he had never borowed any 
from him. Several other character 
witnesses were put up who testi- 
fied along the same Dine. 

Efforts by.the state to introduce 
witnesses to prove that Payne was 
often seen at the “chicken house” 
at 128 West Mitchell street,, after 
the defendant had stated on. the 
stand that he had eaten there, were 
blocked by Judge Humphries who 
would not allow the state to put up 
its witnesses. Solicitor-Genera] Boy- 
kin fought this ruling and exp!ained 
to the court that as long as the de- 
fendant had gone into all of his 
liquof raids and admitted that he 
had eaten at the chicken house, and 
had brought in his character, that 
the state had the right to attempt 
to prove that his characer as an 
officer was not good. Judge Hum- 
phties refused to atiow the introduc- 
tion of such evidence. however. 

Warren on Stand. 

Policeman M. P. Warren testified 
that McWhorter had offered to make 
an affidavit several weeks ago deny-

HARDING ATTAGKS 
MEN WHO ADVISED 


COTTON HOLDING 


“Cotton Farmer Got Ter- 
ribly Bad Advice From 
Important Men in 1920,” 
He Assefts. 


MOVEMENT IS BLAMED 
FOR CREDIT SHORTAGE 


Governor Sta'tes That 
Outlook in Cotton Is 
Much Improved, With 
Stabilized Prices. 


Washington, August 5.—Reserve 
bank policies of 1919 and 1920 were 
formulatei solely. to prevent the 
country’s banking system from col- 
lapse and were successful in their 
object, Governor Harding, of the re- 
serve board, declared today in clos- 
ing a tyo days’ appearance before a 
joint congressional commission. To 
questionergs he repeated time and 
again a declaration that the board 
had not sought to influence prices, 
either up or down but had prepared 
to meet a price break that was 
world-wide and yet to maintain and 
expand credit lines. 

Governor Harding denied. that his 
administration of reserve bank poli- 
cies had deflated cotton prices. 


Wrote Wanamaker. 

As the cotton surplus began to 
appear, he said, “I tried‘to go as 
far as I could fn my official posi- 
tion to make the situation clear, I 


wrote & aries of letters to’ J.. <8.| 


Wanamaker, the afficial head of the 
American Cotton as#ociation, giv- 
ing him my .viewsg as plainly as I 
could.” He put the correspondence 
before the committee, declaring that 
he had “urged producers to sell at 
least a part of the crop, and lighten 


‘the load” and had worked to get ex- 


port credit machinery established. 
“The situation called for silence,” he 
said. “Everything humanly possible 
was done by the federal § reserve 
board to help the situation out.” 

He emphasized his present belief 
that cotton prices were stabilized 
with a short crop in prospect; and 
that prices could be relied upon com- 
pletely for all proper credit opera- 
tions. 


“Terribly Bad Advice.” 


“The cotton farmer of the United 
States got some terribly bad advice 
in 1920 from important men, but that 
I tried to counteract in official 
channels,” Governor Harding said. 

“There were conventions held all 
over the south to establish the sen- 
timent that cotton growers were 
morally entitled to get 40 cents a 
pound for cotton, in some way or 
another, no matter what the eco- 
nomic situation was. There was a 
sort of campaign, and I claim that 
the men who led this thing and 
prevented the average cotton grow- 
er from selling his crops knowing 
that many of them were ignorant 
men, negroes, took a terrible re- 
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SERIOUS FAMINE 
IN GOAL FEARED 


Whole Country Faces 
Shortage Due, It Is Said, 
to Refusal of Public to 
Buy at Low Prices.

Chicago, August 5.—Increasing 
inactivity in the coal mining indus- 
try has caused so tremendous a 
shortage of bituminous coal] in the 
United States that a nation-wide 
lack of supply that may develop 
into serious fuel famine is now 
inevitable, it was.declared by the 
best authorities“here Friday. 

The United States, because of 
business depression. light railroad 
traffic, and refusal of the consum- 
ing public to take advantage of 
low coal prices now, faces a 100.- 
000,000-ton shortage of bitmminous 
coal for domestic use. 

Mine activities in West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and [llinois, the most 
important centers, ranged from 25 
to 35 per cent normal in their out- 
puts last week. 

As a result 150,000 miners are 
out of work, John L. Lewis. presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers of 
America, told the United News, and 
conditions are fast becoming worse. 
*“A most serious shortage now 
seems inevitable.” said W. L. Bal- 


TELLEGEN SUES 
FOR SEPARATION

New York, August 5.—Lou Telle- 
gen, actor, has-filed suit for separa- 
tion from. his wite, Geraldine Far- 
rar, opera singer, on a charge of 
desertion, it was announced tonight 
by Tellegwen’s counsel. 

The suit, according to Tellegen’s 
attorney. followed a. letter received 
a week ago from Miss Farrar’s law- 
yers telling him that certain differ- 
ences which were not made public, 
could be taiked over in the law of- 
fice. In the meantime, the letter 
said, Tellegen was not to approach 
his wife nor to enter her house. 
He found the lock of their residence 
changed and was denied admission, 
his counsel asserted,

Georgia Senator Likens 
Policy of Reserve Board 
to Storm at Sea, Bring- 
ing Ruin. 


SAYS SOUTH AND WEST 
WERE BIG SUFFERERS 


Ridicules International 
Bank Plan and Blames 
Banks for After-War 
Panics of History.

Washington, August 5.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Senator 
Thomas E. Watson today excoriated 
the federal reserve boardiin a 
epeech before the senate charging 
it with bringing suffering and dis- 
tress to millions of American homes 
by the “unlawful contraction of the 
currency.” 

He cited the earnings of the 
group of reserve banks and de- 
clared that the banking interests 
controlled the board: that western 
and southern borrowers were prese- 
ed and compelled to reduce their 
loans, while speculative interests of 
the east were permitted to held 
out enormous sums of reserve loans: 


to pay from 150 to 200 per cent; 
that one inatitution in New York 
had borrowed $130;000,000: and that 
the reserve bank in Atlanta had 
loaned. large sums to the packing 
Interests of Chicago, while tt re- 
fused to accommodate the people 
of Georgia, who offered the best 
security on earth—their farms and 
their staple products. 

The Georgia senator’s attack on 


scathing, and he did. not mince 
worde. President Harding and the 
republican party came in for their 
full share of sarcasm. He declared 
that he agreed with Senator Borah 
on the subject of disarmament and 
that he would be willing to reduce 
the army to twenty-five thousand 
men. or enough to form a staff for 
Pershing; and that he would be 
willing to cut down the navy to 
enough battleships to form an or- 
derly for President Harding on his 
vacation trips; but he expressed hie 
belief that no amount of reduction 
of armaments would pull the coun- 
try through the present financial 
crisis, and that the only plan. to 
relieve. the people would be to make 
money easier to obtain. 
Reads Statistics. 

Senator Watson read statistics 
showing that New York and Chi- 
cago banke had, at one time dur- 
ing the financial depression, se- 
cured more reserve loans than all 
the country banks, and that the 
New York. Reserve bank had bor- 
rowed to the extent of four or five 
times its capital and used the money 
to promote speculations and prof- 
iteering, . asserting that the New 
York bank had always loaned large- 
ly at low rates of interest to cer- 
tain gambling Institutions and 
maintained that practice in good 
timés and hard times alike. while 
the federa)] reserve board forced li- 
quidation, at large sacrifices. to 
borrewers in the Atlanta.

TAX OF ONE CENT 
PER GALLON VOTED 
ON GASOLINE SALE

Senator Wall, Who Was 
One of Chief Opponents, 
Will Move for Reconsid- 
eration Today. 


GASOLINE A NECESSITY 


Highway Bill Passed at 
Morning Session —Gen- 
eral Tax Measure Will 
Come Up This Morning. 


By a vote of 29 to 7 the house bill 
placing a tax of 1 cent per gallon 
on gasoline and other combustible 
motor fuels was passed at the Fri- 
day night session of the senate. 
During the morning session the 
house compromise highway bill was 
passed after it had been amended so 
as to give the governor the right 
to name the chairman of the high- 
way commission. 

Debate lasted for two hours, 
when the gasoline tax bill came up 
for passage and as soon as it was 
adopted Senator Wall, who fought 
it, gave notice that he would move 
to reconsider Saturday morning. 


Amendments Are Lost. 

Two amendments were offered to 
the bill by Senator Wall, both of 
which were lost. The first amend- 
ment sought to reduce the tax from 
one cent to one-half cent per gal- 
lon. The second amendment sought 
to exclude frqom the tax all gaso- 
line bovgeht to be used for business 
purposes. 

Those favoring the méasure de- 
clared that it was a very just tax 
a the users of gasoline were people 
who could well afford to pay the 
state the cent a gallon. They de 
clared that the state is in a fix 
where it must raise revenue from 
some source in order to meet its 
appropriations and that no fairer 
tax could be devised. 

The opposition was raised on the 
ground that a large percentage of 
the gasoline sold is used for busi- 
ness purposes and industry should 
not be penalized to this extent. They 
declared that it is unfair to impose 
more taxes on the state,at the pres- 
ent time. 

Should Tax Luxuries. 

Senator Golucke, of the 19th, was 
the first member to speak against 
the measure, stating that luxuries 
should be taxed before necessities 
and that gasoline is in the present 
day certainly a necessity. However, 
when the roll] was called he voted 
for the bill, stating that he had re- 
ceived assurances that on-Saturday 
a tax would be placed on soft drink 
syrups, thereby making a begin- 
ning of luxury taxes. 

Senator Johnny Jones, of the 37th, 
strongly opposed the bill, declaring 
the tax to be unfair as it was seek-

Atlanta attorneys, following pas- 
sage in both houses of the assem- 
bly of a bill regulating gigning of 
criminal bonds. -by *professional

THEATER-GOERS TO PAY 
FOR ADDED TAXATION 


Heated Fight in Senate 
Committee Precedes Ac- 
tion—Levy in ee of 
Compromise. 


A tax of five per cent of the ad- 
mission on all amusements, includ- 
ing grand opera. which it was de- 
clared by Colonel William Lawson 
Peel will prove fatal to Atlanta's 
annual opera season, was Friday 
afternoon written into the _ state 
general tax bill by the appropria- 
tion and finance committee of the 
senate. 

In addition to meaning the death 
of grand opera in Atlanta, the tax. 
if adopted by the assembly. wil} 
greatly cripple the moving picture 
industry, according to local man- 
agers. 

Colonel] Peel stated Friday. sitter 
noon that while he would be satis- 
fied with Governor Hardwick’s pro- 
posal of a $500 compromise tax on 
grand opera, as a matter of prin- 
ciple, directors would refuse to ine 
crease the price of tickets and fur- 
ther burden the public. With ref- 
erence to Governor Hardwick's pro- 
posal of a $500 tax, he declared that 
the music festival association would 
carry this amount out of its own 
pocket. 

Would Cripple Business. 

Moving picture men were unani- 
mous in declaring that imposition of 
a state amusement tax of 8 per cent 
would seriously cripple their busi- 
ness, at the same time declaring 
that the levy, would be an added tax- 
burden upon the. shotilders of the 
theater-going public, 

When the committee met the ac- 
tion in eliminating a tax on opera 
altogether was reconsidered. Then 
the whole question was opened 
again for discussion and a hot 
wrangle arose over whether or not 
to impose a tax, and if so of how 
much. Senator Wohlwender secured 
the floor and moved that in the in- 
terests of harmony a compromise 
committee of members of both sides 
be appointed to fight the question 
out and report’ back. Chairman 
Walker appointed Senators Weaver, 
Nix, Johns, Jones of the 37th and 
Wohlwender on the committee. 

This committee then withdrew, 
and, declaring that a tax had to be 
placed on opera to prevent an extra 
session, adopted the plan submitted 
by Senator Weaver of the lith 
calling for the & per cent tax on 
all forms of amusement, 

In discussing the tax Senator 
Jones, of the 87th, declared that in 
his opinion it was absolutely un- 
constitutional. He opposed the 
adoption of the measure and pro- 
posed instead as a compromise the 
suggestion of Senator Boykin to 
place ‘a flat tax of $500 on grand 
opera. He stated “the tax to be 
levied is clearly @ tax placed on 
sales and not an occupation tax. 
Our state constitution does not per- 
mit the levy of a sales tax and go

ANTE-DISARMING 
MEET IS DROPPED 


August 5—The British 
imperial conference regrets very 
much that it has been decided to 
hold no preliminary meeting to the 
Washington disarmament’ confer- 
ence, believing the big conference 
could be made most effective by a 
previous understanding on Pacific 
questions, ‘This is the attitude of 
the imperial conference expressed 
in a report given out here Friday 
night, 

‘‘We believe the invitation to the 
conference meant that friendly con- 
sultations or conferences would be 
held previously between essentially 
interested powers in the Far East 
and on the Pacific,” said the report. 
The conference was anxious to sub- 
stitute for the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance some “larger arrangement of 
the three great powers concerned, 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Aapan.” 

Why Conference Failed. 


The imperial conference, the re- 

port continues, considering the dif- 
ficulties of attendance which the 
representatives from the dominions 
must overcome, spent much time de- 
bvating as to where the preliminary 
conferénce might be held to the 
reatest advantage, and it was un- 
er those considerations that the 
idea was mooted of holding the 
preliminary meetings in London— 
“consultations to which the Ameri- 
can government had in principle 
agreed.” But, the report states, the 
imperial conference, upon learning 
of a misunderstanding, volunteered 
to attend in America. 

The British prime minister and 
foreign secretary, together with the 
dominion prime ministers were pre- 
pared to attend such:a meeting. The 
Japanese @overnment signified its 
willingness. The American govern- 
ment, however, did not favor thé 
idea, which, accordingly was drop-

Washington, August 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—An. independent 
bombing enterprise against naval 
cratt is being planned by the army 
air service. With the old battleship

The Alabama was selected for the 
victim, following request of the 
army for.a target ship.

With the event exclusively an 
army affair, it was said today that 
efforts would be made to stimulate 
actual battle conditions when the 
Alabama comes under fire.

Johns Hopkins hospital author- 
ities have tixed maximum rates of 
$1,000 for a surgical operation and 
$35 a week, which may be charged 
for medical attendance upon a pa- 


ltient, and in doing so they have 


raised a point of interest to the 
public and opened up a wide field 
for discussion. 

The ruling applies, .of course, 
only to physicians and surgeons 
practicing in the hospital; but, re- 
gardless of that and of the further 
fact that the dictum has nothing to 
do even with the relationships of 
these practitioners to outside pa- 
tients, the standing of Johns Hop- 
kins will undoubtedly insure its 


jnew rule widespread attention ard 


influence. 

In explanation, if not in justifi- 
cation, of the edict, it is alleged 
that often as much as $2,500, and 
not infrequently $5,000, is charged 
for a surgical operation in Johns 
Hopkins, and that charges of from 
$10 to $50 for a professional visit 
are common. -Therefore, it is ex- 
plained, the limitation that has 
been fixed is aimed at the doctors 
whose policy is to regulate their 
fees in accordance with the prin- 
_ ciple of “all that the traffic witl 
bear.”. 

The big question raised by this 
action is one as to the pecuniary 
value of a surgical operation or of 
medical attention, and just how 
much should a surgeon or a phy- 
sician charge for his services, 
And it is a question no man nor 
hospital board can answer, or that 
ever can be answered, for it is as 
impossible of appraisal as the in- 
trinsic value of human life and 
health. } 

A life-saving or health-restoring 
operation, diagnosis or prescrip- 
tion is, of course, beyond price to 
the one in need of it 

One patient may be so fortu- 
nately situated financially that he 
can pay thousands for it, while an- 
other—to whom life and health are 
equally precious—can pay nothing. 
The man of surgical or medical 
skill is entitled, not only to “a 
living wage,” but to fair and com- 
mensurate remuneration from his 
services. 

Also, the man, woman or child 
who is penniless is as much en- 
titled to the best of attention ‘n 
time of need as is the millionaire 
—and, thanks to the big-hearted- 
ness, ethical conscience and hu- 
manitarianism on the part of tle 
medical profession, he or she re- 
ceives it upon application! 

It is obvious, therefore, that in 
order for the practitioner to ltve, 
and to pursue his studies, and 
keep himself capable of rendering. 
the best possible service to hu- 
manity as a whole, he must “bear 
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“average” pa-

He made an 
earnest and appealing argument in 
its favor. 

In ite advocacy Sénator Mills was 
ably backed by Senator Jim Weav- 
er, who is vice president of the 
‘Farmers’ union. 

Its vigorous ‘support, therefore, 
by the officials of a strong and 
formidable state organization of 
farmers: largely eliminated opposi- 
tion to it, as theese and other mem- 
bers satisfied the senate that the 
farmers of Georgia wamted the mar- 
ket bureau to Shave the increased 
appropriation, and were willing tc 
meet it through an increase in the 
prices of fertilizer tags to be ‘pur- 
chased by them. 

* ¢ @ 

There is no doubt that a state bu- 
reau of markets, properly conduct- 
ed, can be made of potential ad- 
vantage to farmers. 

Certainly there can be no greater 
service rendered the producer than 
an intelligent distributicn of his 
products so that a margin of profit 
above the cost of production can 
be assured him. 

The success of the peach and 
melon industries in Georgia is pre- 
dicated absolytely upon intelligent 
packing and marketing. 

Carload shipments are so rcuted 
at the initial point that markets 
are not glutted. 

The fingers of the eleatine house 
are kept upon the market centers 
daily, and frequently shipments are 
diverted in transit in order to 
eliminate congestion. 

By that method if New York, to 
illustrate, is supplied this week with 
Georgia Elbertas, and Chicago ie 
net,. the routings are accordingly 
distributed so that both. markets 
may consume thé product under a 
healthy, snappy demand. 

But this system and this result 
is secured through the private or- 
ganizations of these producing in- 
terests, 

The peach and watermelon grow- 
ers have their respective associa- 
tions that do things; and do them 
in a business-like way. 

There is no well-posted man or 
woman who does not know that 
the price paid the farmer for hie 
products and the price paid by the 
consumer for the same products are 
out of proportion. 

The bushel of potatoes for which 
the farmer receives from 90 cents 
to $1.25, has been sold to the con- 
sumer in Georgia markets for $3 
to $4.50. P 

In many instances the freight on 
a given farm product is far greater 
than the price received by the farm-. 
er for the production of the prod- 
uct. 

In the reconetruction following 
the war, it is a business proposi- 
tion to see that the producers of 
wealth on farms have an absolute- 
ly square deal in the distribution 
and marketing of their products. 
‘There can be no question, and no 
argument about that. 

The system of collective market-- 
ing is a good one, and farm groups 
ought to be organized under the co- 
operative law- as passed by the 1920 
legislature.

As to just what the state bureau 
of markets is actually accomplish- 
ing for Georgia farmers 1 do not 


know. 
It has many friends and many 


enemies. 


around $40,000 for 1920 it spent 
more than $6,000 for “market bul- 
letins;” and these very probably 
served a good purpose in generai. 

The Weekly Bulletin was changed 
to a paid circulation during the 
yeam however, and also received 
advertising, which strictly commer- 
cialized the publication. 

Whether all the farmers should 
be taxed through their fertilizer 
purchases to be paid for a “bulle- 


tin” that they could only receive 
by stibecribing for it, is a question 
of principle, more than economics.

Under the bill passed by the sen- | 
ate Friday the state appropriation | 


will be increased from $35,000 to: 
$100,000, so that‘the bureau during 
the coming year should increase its 
usefulness to Georgia farmers in the 
ratio of three to one, 

Its obligation to do so is an acute 
one, as the farmers, through their 
representatives in the senate, have 
voluntarily taxed themselves addi- 
tionally in order to assure the in- 
crease in the bureau’s functioning 
usefulness. 

s * « « 

In 1920 the legislature passed an 
amendment to the state warehouse 
law making the director of the 
state bureau of markets state wafte- 
house commissioner, and giving to 
him all the powers under the orig- 
ina] bill. 

A co-operative campaign, carried 
on under a working agreement be- 
tween the federal bureau of mar-~ 
kets, the Georgia state bureau of 
markets and the Georgia warehouse 
commissionér has succeeded in 
bringing into the bonded system. in 
Georgia something like one hundred 
and forty warehouses. 

In order to achieve this result the 
bureau had to equip and maintain 
a cotton grading room at the state 
capitol. , 

A corps of graders under the di- 
rection of the chief grader of Geor- 
gia were made available at the cot- 
ton room so that any warehouse- 
man in Georgia who did not want to 
assume under the bonded system the 
requirement of putting the grade 
and staple in his receipts could name 
the State’s graders as his graders 
free of charge. 

Upwards of fifty thousand bales 
of cotton were so graded last season. 


On the face of the statement this 
looks like @ goog vervice, and no 
doubt is. 
the contrary. 

I have heard frequent inquiries 
as to what becomes of these cotton 
samples. 

Na doubt the director of the bu- 
reau can satisfy any person direct 
on that point. .

It is to be hoped the additional 


appropriation suggested for the bu- 
reau may reach its final enactment. 


The farmers a ha their repre- 
sentatives in the Yegislature, appar- 
enty, have asked for it, and are will- 
ing to personally foot the bill.

‘These attacks from various 
quarters ceased. Then the cry 
was raised that the allied embargo 
on Russia was crushing out her 
life, and. the embargo was lifted. 
Next came the soviet charge that 
foreign nations, by refusing to 
trade with Russia. were ending her 
economic existence. And England 
and other nations signed trade 
agreements with Russia, while the 
United States claimed that the so0- 
viets had eneranys to trade with. 

Finally came famine. There has 
been famine in Russia for two years, 
however. The city of Petrograd 
alone “has been reduced in popula- 
tion, Rosoreied to official figures 
here, from 27,250,000 to approximate- 
ly 400,000. On different occasions 
help has been offered Russia con- 
ditionally, only to be refused . by 
the soviets, Instead, it is alleged, 
the cry was raised that “capitalist 
nations” were permitting Russia to 
starve to death. 

Then came the present dramatic- 
ally critical situation, Which. ac- 
cording to authorities here, marks 
the near-collapse of a nation and 
actually threatens virtual extinc- 
tion of a race. 

Gorky Appeals to Hoover. 

Maxim Gorky, not of the Lenine- 
Trotsky regime and greatly ad- 
mired in this country, made his ap- 
peal to Secretary Hoover. Hoover 
replied, again offering conditional 
help, the condition being release of 
American prisoners. It is the be- 
lief of some authorities here that 
the. soviet rulers did not think 
Hoover would grant the appeal and 
when it was accepted there was 
nothing to do but go ahead with 


it. 

Hoover, it is said, will deal in his 
relief work only with the soviets. 
The administration apparently | 
wants it understood that the soviets 
are to be responsible for the ‘pro- 
tection of relief workers and also 
that the soviets are the ones seek- 
ing and accepting outside aid. The 
reaction to this situation that of- 
ficials here are watching may be 
expressed thus: 

“What will the Russian people do 
and say to Lenine and Trotzky 
when they see that outside nations 
are seeking to save rather than to 
extinguish Russia? What will Le- 
nine and Trotzky offer to. support 
their past hold on the people based 
on their allegation that they stood 
as the bulwark against foreign de- 
signs to wreck Russia?” 


FOUR CHILDREN Dit

New York, August 5—Four chil- 
dren were burned to death and seven 
other persons were seriously injur- 
ed in an early morning fire which 
swept three tenement houses in the 
Bronx this morning. 

The dead are: Victoria Corsine, 

14; Harry Corsine, 8; Edna Corsine, 
10, and William Corsine, 5, all chil- 
dren of Julio Corsine, who lived on 
the top floor of the tenement in 
which the fire started. Corsine es- 
caped. 
Andrew Taylor, his wife Cather- 
ine, and their four children, who 
lived on the third floor of the same 
tenement, suffered severe burns. The 
youngest child, Herbert, is report- 
ed to be dying in a hospital] from 
inhaled fumes. 

Rose Fitzpatrick, who lived with 
her family on the fourth floor of 
this tenement, also was severely 
gurned. 

The fire spread quickly from the 
tenement in which it started to two 
adjoining tenements and when fire- 
men reached the scene they found 
more than a score of panic-stricken 
women and children crowded before 
the windows crying for aid.
